Likeas, His Majeſty, with adyice forefaid, doth Inhibic and 
Diſcharge the Colle&ors and Farmers of Exciſe, upon any pre- 
rext, to give any eaſe or abatement of the ſaid fourty ſhillings 
of Exciſe impoſed upon ilk boll of torraign Salt, under the pain 
ot deprivation, it they be Collectors, and the loſs of the benefic 


- of their Tack of the Exciſe, it they be Farmers , and of ſuch 


furcher puniſhment as the LO ge ſhall chink fit eo 
inflict, And to the end irmay be known, what quantities of 
forraign Salt are truly entered, His Majeſty, with advice foreſaid, 
Ordains the ſeveral Colleors of Exciſe, tron time ro time, to 
make patent to any of the Owners of Salt, or theſe having their 
Warrand,their Books, in ſo far as concerns the entry of forraign 
Salt: And if the Salt-owners, or their FaQors, ſhall find any 
quantity conceal'd or imbezel'd, or that there is abatement gle 
venof theduty, they are hereby warranted to purſue the cranſ- 
oreffors before the Lords of Exchequer: And ſhall have for their 
own uſe, the equal half of the ſeifure-concealment, or abate- 
ment reſpefive, which ſhall be ſo diſcovered by them, Ang 
His Majefty doth, with advice forefaid, Reſcind and Annul any 
former A&s ot Patliament,or clauſes therein,relating to the Ex- 
ciſe of Salt, which are inconſiſtent with, and prejudicial unto, 
the intene of this At : And Declares, that {o long as the Ex- 
ciſe continues, this ſhall be the conſtant rule for regulating the 
Exciſe of Salt, and the cuſtom thereof to contiaue as it is in the
